—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 5 of the Contract Labour (Regula¬ 
tion and Abolition) Act, 1970, the Central Advisory Contract Labour Board hereby constitutes a Committee to go into 
the question of abolition of contract labour in the establishment of Oil India Limited, (LP.G. Plant) Duliajan, Assam. 

2. The composition of the committee and its terms of reference will be as under :—

3. The terms of reference of the proposed committee would be as follows:— 

“To study the working of contract labour system in various unskilled jobs/works of sealing/repairing of 
safety valve, replacing ‘O’ mg placed inside the valve, fixing of safety caps, sealing of Gas tanker, stencil¬ 
ling on cylinders, other testing is repairing of LPG Cylinders in the establishment of Oil India Limited, 
(L.P.G. Plant), Duliajan, Assam and to make suitable recommendations whether or not the employment 
of contract labour in the above jobs/works in the establishment of Oil India Limited, (L.P.G. Plant) Duliajan, 
Assam be prohibited keeping in view the provisions of Section 10 of the Contract Labour (Regulation and 
Abolition) Act, 1970. The Committee will also look to the issue of the Principal Employer in respect of 
these workers, as per the directions of the Hon’ble Guwahati High Court passed in Writ Appeal No. 557 
of 1996, and indicate in its report as to who is to be treated as Principal Employer in respect of the 
respondent workers covered in above writ appeal. 

4. The Headquarter of the Committee will be at Guwahati. The Committee should submit its report within 
three months.
